W ashinotom , March 28.—The senate 
indulg ed in an acrimonious political de­ 
bate y esterday which developed much 
personal and party feeling , and broug ht 
on tw o sharp personal ex chang es be­ 
tween Mr. Hill and Mr. Elkins, and be­ 
tween Mr. Brice and Mr. Elkins. 
The 
controversy arose over Mr. H ill’s mo­ 
tion to strike ont front the pending ap­ 
propriation bill the propttsed chang e of 
the date of assembling the New Mex ico 
leg islature from December to May . Mr. 
Hill bitterly denounced the chang e as a 
“ political triek,’’ 
which 
had 
been 
“ sneaked into ” this appropriation bill 
in order, as he claim ed, to postpone the 
m eeting o f the Democratic leg islature 
in the hope that a Republican president 
would be elected and the political co n­ 
trol of the territory chang ed. 
Mr. E l­ 
kins protested ag ainst the use o f tho 
words “ sneaked in.’’ 
D ebate Took a WUIe Rang*. 
The ex chang e between the two sen­ 
ators was very animated, but Mr. Hill 
persisted in the use o f his adjective*. 
Later Mr. Brice soug ht to question Mr. 
Elkina, when the latter broug ht up the 
o ffensive personal dispatch which had 
been sent to Mr. Brice from N ew Mex 
)po. 
The debate took a wide rang e, 
Senators Gorman, Faulkner, Cockrell 
and other Democrats attacking the pr >- 
vision as political, w hile Senators El­ 
kin*. Carter, Cnllom and other Kepub- 
lican senators defended it. 
Mr. Cnllom 
soug ht to table Mr. Hill s motion, bat a 
motion to this effect fa illi, 21 to 29, 
whereupon Mr. Cnllom y ielded to the 
Hill motion and tho New Mex ico pro­ 
vision was struck ont. 
At tho close o f the day the senate 
passed the leg islative appropriation bill 
csrrving *21,600,000.

At terminal points on tbe elevated 
railroads, South ferry, for example, the 
guards on the trains go through the car« 
and pick up anything that may hav^ 
been left by the passengers and tarn it 
over to the train dispatch*’: at tbe sta­ 
tion, who delivers it to ',ue superintend­ 
ent of tbe lost property department of 
the Manhattan Railway company, at 39 
Greenwich street. There the article is 
inspected and a record of the finding of 
it, with a description of the article, ia 
made In a book kept for that purpose; 
there is a book for each division of the 
road. Then it is wrapped up, properly 
tagged or labeled, and held to await its 
owner. 
Sometimes tbe ownership of a 
package is discovered upon examining it. 
Then if it is not called for the convpauy 
notifiea the owner of the finding of it. 
In this way article« are restored to their 
owners daily. 
Umbrellas are the articles most nu­ 
merously found. Of these there are found 
from 2,500 to 8.000 a year; they are of 
all kinds and qualities. Tbe number of 
umbroUas found increases from year to 
year about in tbe 
sam e proportion as the 
iucrease of travel. Next to umbrellas in 
the numbers fouud come satchels, and 
after them, about in the order named, 
come hate, shoes, book* and the various 
things that are « lone up *iu packages 
There are fcoud also watches, diamonds, 
hardware, music, bottle* and in the 
course of the year many other things iu 
great variety. 
Altogether from the various divisions 
of the road there are turned over to the 
lost property department about 80,000 
pieces a year. About half of these lost 
articles are called for. Articles of small 
value are kept six months; articles*:! 
greater value are kept a year. Things 
not called for are finally sold Dy public 
auction at » ah*» held Semiannually.—
